portunity, and proclaimed an im- 
psnding financial disaster, laying t-he 
blame therefor, almost who" ly to the 
failure 'of toe United States to elimi- 
nate silver .from our monetary sjs- 
tem. In my judgment almost all the 
resulting troubles have followed bs 
cause of the panic thus created. I 
do not believe that the Sherman act 
had anything to do with this panic."

It was in .his speech of acceptance 


)elore the Nebraska legislature in 
January, 1895, the statesman, then 
made Senator, said this:

uion of gold Irom the^lrea-ury, first, 
by requiring- t'nat all Import duties 
should be paid in gold at the option 
of the Treasurer of the United States, 
and, second, by insisting upon the 
right of redemption, in either gold or 
silver, of outstanding notes whenever 
it becomes apparent that redemption 
is being demanded for speculative 
purposes. It is said that snch a pol- 
icy would drive goid to A premium 
In my judgment we can better afford 
to have gold at a premium than pros- 
perity at a discount." 


"I do not agree with those who 


would retire our greenbacks and 
Treasury notes. I aiu in favor ol 
keeping every one of them in circula- 
tion. And there can be no danger in 
so doing if we will adopt the policy 
already stated of meeting all specu- 


tender of either gold or silver, at the 
option of tbe government, in accord- 
ance with tbe specific terms of the 
contract."

at last converted into mists. In calm 
weather, with the clouds near the earth's 
surface, the drops are apt to be large 
and heavy. The formation of rain is in 
general a continuation or an enlarge- 
ment of the processes by which clouds 
and fogg are formed. The deposition of 
moisture defends upon the cooling of 
the atmosphere, but concerning the pre- 
cise process by which the cooling is ef- 
fected various opinions are entertained 
even-among those who have made me- 
teorology a life study. In considering 
the matter we hava deduced our reck- 
onings from what is considered the best 
authority ou the subject. From this it 
appears that the temperature of a given 
mass of warm air is lowered in the or- 
dinary course of atmospheric phenomena 
by ono or the other of the processes 
mentioned in the following : By radia- 
tion to the cold sky, by radiation to the 
neighboring masses of clouds or the 
cold ground, by mixture with cool air 
or by the absorption of heat in tho ex- 
pansion of aswiiuiug columns of air. 
"Whatever the process may be, ono thing 
is sure — the cooling must take place be- 
fore the moisture will collect into drops 
of, sufficient size to cause them to fall 
from, the mass of vapor in which the 
constituent iiarts have been floating. — 
St. Louis Republic.

Tliu itorixiff of GiftM. 


Strong glass plates are bored through 


by means of rotating brass tubes of tho 
necessary (Hammer, which are filled 
with water during boriug. To the water 
there is added finely pulverized emery. 
It is said thut thinner glass can be per- 
forated with holes in an easier manner 
by pressing a disk of wet cluy upon the 
glass and making a hole through the 
clay of the width desired, so that at that 
spot the glass is laid bare. Then molten 
lead is poured into the hole, and lead 
and glass drop down at once. This 
method is based upon the quick local 
heating of the glass, whereby it obtains 
a circular crack, tho outline of which 
corresponds to the outline of the hole 
made in the olay. The cutting of glass 
tubes, cylinders, etc., in factories is 
based upon the simie principle. — Now 
York Ledger.

Captain Peter Van Corlear, had model- 
ed her with such care that when she 
was finished she was indeed a thing of 
beantv, bnt the zeal of her commander

On the day set for the launching of 


the sloop the captain was here, there, 
everywhere, issuing orders and guard- 
ing against anything that might occur 
to mar tbe beautv of his belov ed cr.if t.
